Representatives of the American 
‘Bankers’ association appeared before 
the committee to advocate repeal of 
the publicity provision of the revenue 
law, the repeal of the capital stock 
‘ax, and a reduction from 12% per 
cent to 10 per cent in the ‘tax on 
corporation earnings.

CHURCH AND STATE. 

The house of bishops of the Protestant Episcopal 
church has concurred with the house of deputies 
in eliminating from the wedding ritual of the 
church the word “obey for the bride and the 
bridegroom's pledge of his worldiy goods to the 
bride. The house of deputies passed a resolution 
asking the United States senate to participate in 
and assist in maintaining the permanent court of 
international justice at The Hague. 

Tur Trisvure is not able to agree with the idea 
that the church as a church orgafitzation has @ 
proper place in the forming of national] policies and 
in political action. The members of the church, 
the clergy, and the laity as citizens engage in the 
duties of citizenship. They have opinions and vote 
them. The church organization as an organiza- 
tion is on different ground in these matters. It as 
certs an opinion and advises action with ecclesiast!- 
cal authority, and that authority is not recognised 
in our government. ‘The church is not a branch 
of our government. Clergymen take an important 
part in politics frequently. As individuals they 
help form and express public opinion, but we can- 
not weloeme the official body of the church in the 
extension of authoritative church decisions into 
state matters. 

The decision that the ceremonies of the church 
shall be changed represents a point where the 
bishops and Geputies have true authority and use 
it properly. They can decide whether the woman 
shall promise to obey or not to obey, and whether 
the man shall say he does endow the woman with 
hig goods or not say so. 

These and cognate questions are decided by 
church authority. The church organization has 
that autherity. The use of the organization to ac- 
complish a purpose tn government does not agrec 
with approved doctrine that the church shall min- 
ister to the spiritua] and mora! needs of men and 
the state shal] enact and administer their laws. It 
is a Wise separation of functions, and we think it

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INSECTS AS DISEASE 


CARRIERS. 
CRUPULOUS writes: Can bedbugs 
transmit disease? 
REPLY: 

I expect the proper answer to 
your question is: “ They can, but they 
rarely do.” 

Using your letter and this reply as a 
text, may we branch out and discuss 
insects as disease carriers? 

From a practical standpoint, the dis- 
| covery that Insects carry disease, and the 
application of the discovery takes rank 
with the discovery of bacteria. An im- 
portant reason for the success in con- 
trailing disease in the worlaé war was the 
attention paid to insect carriers. 

The bedbug has always been under sus- 
picion as a disease carrier. Every now 
p and then some person seems to prove 
that a certain sick person was Infected 
| by bedbugs. And yet, in spite of all that, 
it has never been proved that bedbugs 
are important disease carriers in the 
same class with mosquitoes, flies, lice and 
fleas. 

> 

Bedbugs crawl on the skin and they 
| suck blood. As a rule, sick people are in 
bed and that’s where the bedbugs are. 
The stage seems perfectly set! Why is 
_it they are not important carriers? We 
know of one tmportant reason and there 
| May be others. 
| Bedbugs stay pretty close around home 
| base. If they become infected from bit- 
ing a sick person, they would not be l1i- 
able to bite anybody else. At least, not 
| for a long time. Compare them in this 
particular with files. | 

A fly gets typhoid on his body. He 
| may infect the foed of other people in the 
| same house. He may leave,that house 
and get into another home. hte may fly 
}to a dairy. He may get in a wagon, an 
| automobile, or a train and be carried a 
| long distance. A malaria mosquito may 
fly several miles, or he may be carried 
by the wind or by a vehicle. 
| -> 
Dr. Hi. R. Carter, who has just died in 
| Washington, owed a part of his fame to 
| his @iscovery that the yellow fever mos- 
| quite would not fly far. One reason why 
| yellow fever was slow about crossing a 
street or an open space was that a yellow 
fever mosquilo was timid about crossing 
,}a street or getting far from a house. 

Fleas are transported from place to 
place by dogs and rats. Lice go 
wherever men carry them. 

We do not know much about the bac- 
teria which will live in or on bedbugs 
and whether the bedbugs inject poison 
when he bites as the mosquito fs known

to do. On the other hand, it is known 
just what kind of mosquitoes can be in- 
fected with malaria, what kinds with yel- 
low fever and what kinds with breakbone 
fever. Furthermore, what happens in 
the Infected mosquito is known. 

—~o~ 

Dr. Carre! Fox and Mr. Sullivan seem 
to be about to prove that xenopsylla, one 
of the rat fleas, Is the agent which 
spreads plague. In New Orleans this 
rat flea is present al] the year round. In 
Boston and New York this flea appears 
in large numbers during only a part of 
the summer months. The temperature 
and the humidity of the air are :mportant 
factors in the average number of ficas 
per rat, and also in the general preva- 
lence of xenopsylia chevpis—the flea 
which seems to be the plague carrier. 

All of these conclusions, except those 
as to the types of fleas, had previously 
been inquired into and agreed to by in- 
vestigatore in India. One reason why 
plague does not spread much in this 
country generally is because the particu- 
lar rat flea which spreads it does not 
find-the climate to his liking. It is pos- 
sible that there are similar facts about 
bedbugs’ that bear on the question of 
their spreading disease—but we do not 
know them.

use her first letter, apropos of sour 
créam, here. She wrote first gratify- 
ingly and pleasantly, as follows: 

“I have been reading your column 
for a long time and have learned many 
valuable things from it. As I am a 
farmer’s wife and use a great deal of 
sour cream, I have read your cream 
recipes with added interest. I want to 
add one to your list. 
‘Dutch pie,’ but when I serve it for 
dessert, at company dinner, I call it 
caramel pudding. I sounds more gen- 
teel.

From the east Wednesday came word 
that at-the-end of the present season 
an attempt will be made to organize 
several of the universities of that sec- 
tion into a football conference resem. 
bling the Big Ten in the middie west 
The suggestion, it seems, first came 
from Harvard, and the movement, dis- 
cussed informally with athletic offi- 
cialis of other schools, has found much 
support. 

Harvard, Yale, Princeton,  Dart- 
mouth, and Pennsylvania, it is under- 
Stood, have been proposed as charter 
members, with the idea that three 
more will be taken in later, forming a 
Big Eight. There is eyery reason to 
believe that such an organization wil! 
be formed eventually, if not before; 
another season opens, because footba! | 
has spread so much in the east du. 
ing the last decade that the Big Three, 
Harvard, Yale, and Princeton, has 
lost most of its prestige and: no longer 
ig supreme on the gridiron. 


Big Three Not Biggest Now. 


The very fact that Pennsylvania was 
able to play a game with Yale this 
year after a lapse in football relations 
of thirty-one years indicates members 
of the Big Three are about reddy to 
open the gates. Back of the new plan 
is a movement for self-protection on 
the part of the Big Three members. 


Until recent years no one questioned | 
the supremacy of Yale, Harvard, and 
Princeton in football. It was fitting 
those three institutions shoufd form 
an organization and stick on the label, 
“ Big Three.” They drew up their own 
eligibility rules and dictated their own 
terms to ail outsiders @ho desired 
games. 

There was a time back in the nine- 
ties when there was a Big Four in 
football, composed of Yale,. Harvard. 
Princeton and Cornell. No one doubted 
their right to the title unless perhaps, 
Pennsylvania which continued as a 
power in the game though it was 
dropped from the schedule of Yale and 
Princeton after the season of 1894. It 
continued relationship with Harvard 
up to and including 1905. By that time! 
Cornell had been given the boot but 
Penn and Cornell have continued rela- 


Reigned from 1897 to 1905. 


But from about 1897 until 1905, foot- 
ball supremacy in the entire country 
Jay with Yale, Harvard and Princeton. 
In the vineties the game was young in 
the middle west and not nearly so well 
develcped. Chicago produced a great 
team ‘n 1899 but it.was considered a 
bit daring to hint it would class with 
any one cf the Big Three. Michigan 
and Wisconsin had great teams in 1902 
and 1963 but if one ventured to say 
that eliher would have a chance 
against Yale or Harvard or Princeton, 
he was considered presumptous. 

The beginning of the end of Big 
Three supremacy came with the up- 
heaval in ( -othall after the season of 
1905 when for a time it seemed as if 
the game would die. There was a 
great reform movement and the middle 
west was the hotbed of the revolution. 
The Western conference was revorgan 
ized and the next year teams of the 
west jumped into the new game with 
the forward pass and the ten yards 
gain in four downs instead of five in 
three downs. 


New Game Boosts West. 


The east accepted the new game, but 
the big three teams were slow to de- 
velop it. Outsiders in the east took 
up the new style of play, notably Penn 
State } ittsburgh, Cornell, and a num- 
ber oi the smaller schools. They be- 
came prominent. In the west, especial-
